Starting on Inauguration Day, well-heeled 
Barack Obama fans can drape themselves 
in an ultraluxurious Presidential Hometown 
Tour package, a two-day splurge at the 
Fairmont Chicago that will set them back 
$8,244, plus taxes and tips.

Other promotions 
range from $2,009 “Barack and Roll” 
packages at the Hard Rock Hotel to $4 O 
bomb cocktails at Moonshine, a Wicker 
Park watering hole. 

The plethora of packages and parties, many 
of them listed on the city’s newly launched 
tourism Web site, explorechicago.org, appear 
to be drawing some interest.

The inauguration packages, most of which 
run through the winter, should boost occupan- 
cy rates slightly said Brian Flanagan, president 
of Property Valuation Advisors. “But it’s easy 
to beat the past January,” he said, noting last 
year’s occupancy rate downtown was 45.7 per- 
cent, according to Smith Travel Research. 

And party planners are reporting some 
tough sledding, as people are reluctant to 
open their wallets and leave the warmth of 
their homes. 

“If we sold 1,500 tickets, we’d jump up and 
down and call it a home run,” said Karen 
Barrie, organizer of a benefit inaugural ball at 
the Aragon Ballroom, where tickets are $65 
in advance and $75 at the door. The group was 
shooting for more than 2,000 attendees. 

“We’re looking for our sweet spot,” said 
Barrie, who is hoping a blast of weekend pro- 
motions will help sales. “We need to get past 
the Arctic snap. ... We believe the desire is out 
there.” 


Peanut 
snacks 
recalled as 
precaution

The company that sells Little Debbie 
snacks announced a recall Sunday of 
peanut butter crackers because of a 
potential link to a deadly salmonella 
outbreak. 

The voluntary recall came one day 
after the government advised consum- 
ers to avoid eating cookies, cakes, ice 
cream and other foods with peanut 
butter until health officials learn more 
about the contamination. 

The announcement by McKee Foods 
Corp. of Collegedale,Tenn., about two 
kinds of Little Debbie products was 
the latest in a string of voluntary recalls 
following the most recent guidance by 
health officials. 

McKee said it had not received any 
complaints about illnesses from people 
who ate any size peanut butter toasty 
sandwich crackers or peanut butter 
cheese sandwich crackers. 

Officials are focusing on peanut paste, 
as well as peanut butter, produced at a 
Blakely, Ga., facility owned by Peanut 
Corp. of America. 

So far, more than 470 people have got- 
ten sick in 43 states, and at least 90 had 
to be hospitalized. At least six deaths 
are being blamed on the outbreak.

Swayze’s true grit 

With all eyes on Patrick Swayze’s health, Vincent Angell and Bill 
Rotko, the co-creators of Swayze’s new A&E series “The Beast,” 
announced at a news conference Wednesday night that Swayze is 
feeling “good,” and they are optimistic he will return to the Windy 
City to film a second season this spring. 

“I spoke to him right before I came to Chicago {Tuesday night],” 
Angell said at Joe’s Seafood, Prime Steak & Stone Crab. “He’s great. 
He sounds great. He is proud of what he’s done.” 

Swayze, who is battling pancreatic cancer, recently was admitted 
to the hospital with pneumonia. Rotko and Angell said at the time 
that they expected Swayze to be released soon, and People magazine 
reported that Swayze checked out Friday, citing confirmation from 
the actor’s rep. 

Rotko said Swayze checked into the hospital as a “precautionary 
move” and that the pneumonia was not serious. 

“He missed a day and a half of work in five months,” Rotko said. 
“He’s a tough son of a bitch.” 

“The Beast” premiered Thursday night, and the creators said 
Swayze was a perfect fit for the role of FBI agent Charles Barker. 

“I said, ‘Wow this guy can actually do this part,’ and not only that, 
but he can change the way people view him,” Rotko said. “Not that 
it was bad to view him from ‘Dirty Dancing’ and ‘Ghost,’ but {he} 
had always been the romantic lead and we wanted to turn him into 
something different.” 

During filming last year in Chicago, Swayze performed his own 
stunts and would not allow for a stunt double. 

“He hit people, he shot a few people, he ran after people, he broke 
necks, he jumped off the sides of buildings, he jumped onto banis- 
ters,” Angell said. 

But it might never have happened in Chicago. The producers ini- 
tially wanted to film in Washington, DC., but found it too difficult.

Surface neglect 

Repairs of streets, now full of potholes, stalled over lack of funding

There’s a reason drivers say it literally feels like 
the roads here are in much worse shape: The 
resurfacing of arterial streets in Chicago has 
ground almost to a halt since 2006 because of 
a cutoff in funding for capital projects like road 
repair by the state. 

City transportation officials vow to attack the 
problem starting this spring, yet the deferred 
maintenance will continue to take a huge toll 
on motorists navigating pothole-pocked roads 
during the remainder of the Chicago area’s sec- 
ond consecutive harsh winter. 

Driving conditions are just as poor on streets 
that are the responsibility of the state and 
county highway departments in the city and 
the suburbs. 

As a result, transportation officials in 
Chicago, the suburbs and Illinois are work- 
ing hard to identify roads that most urgently 
require repairs because of the damaging erup-

tion of potholes. The survey of road conditions 
will be completed next month, officials said. 

“We have watched our streets deteriorate, 
and there is a direct correlation with the 
number of potholes we are filling each year,” 
said Brian Steele, spokesman for the Chicago 
Department of Transportation. 

CDOT crews repaired about 400,000 pot- 
holes from December 2007 through April 
2008, and this past December’s workload was 
just as heavy as a year ago, Steele said. 

The Illinois Department of Transportation 
has revamped its 2009 roadway maintenance 
plan, and it expects to launch what officials call 


a “repair assault” in early spring when plants 
that produce hot asphalt reopen, officials said. 

But there is a major hitch. While some 
money is being transferred for the road repair 
within the IDOT budget, available funding is 
not nearly enough to issue all the resurfacing 
contracts that are needed, officials said. 

So officials are counting on new state and 
federal funding, including money from the 
economic recovery package emerging from 
Washington, to wage one of the most aggres- 
sive patching programs in recent memory 

“We have the money to fill potholes, so I 
want to assure drivers that everywhere there is 
a pothole we will be out there working,” said 
Diane O’Keefe, IDOT chief engineer in the 
Chicago region. “But we currently have a resur- 
facing program that is trimmed to the bone. 
How much work gets done this year and in fis- 
cal 2010 will depend on what happens with the 
stimulus package.” 
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Teenager charged 
in salesman’s death 

A South Side teen was charged with 
first-degree murder in the April 
slaying of a traveling shoe salesman, 
Chicago police said Sunday. The 
murder charge was filed against 
Quintin Lewis, 17, whom police 
suspect in the shooting death of 32- 
year-old Otis Townsend III. Townsend 
went to the 8200 block of South 
Aberdeen Street to make a sale, police 
said. Armed with a handgun, Lewis 
approached Townsend, who was 
sitting in his yellow Hummer, and 
announced a robbery, police said. 

Metra North Central Line 
back In service Monday 

Commuter service on Metra’s North 
Central Line will be back to normal 
on Monday after a freight-train 
derailment early Friday shut down the 
tracks, piling up 17 cars and angering 
thousands of riders stranded in the 
bitter cold. “We’re good to go,” said 
Metra spokesman Michael Gillis. 
Canadian National Railway officials, 
meanwhile, were still unable to say 
what caused the predawn derailment 
in Buffalo Grove. 

Marchers mark 
Roe V. Wade decision 

About 100 people took part Sunday 
in the fourth annual “March for Life in 
Chicago,” marking the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s Jan. 22, 1973, Roe v. Wade 
decision making abortion legal. 

Similar events across the nation are 
leading up to Thursday’s main march 
in Washington. In Chicago on Sunday, 
participants carried signs and said 
prayers during a walk from Holy 
Name Cathedral on State Street to the 
Water Tower. 

Man stabbed In neck 
outside Albany Park bar 

A 25-year-old man was stabbed in the 
neck outside a bar Sunday morning in 
Albany Park. The incident involved the 
victim and two other people, all of 
whom apparently were involved in 
an argument inside the Station Bar 
& Grill, 2916 W. Irving Park Rd., police 
said. 

Teenager shot 
In Little Village 

A 16-year-old boy was critically 
wounded early Sunday in a shooting 
in Little Village that may have been 
gang-related, Chicago police said. 
Shortly after 12:30 a.m., the boy was 
with three friends near West 24th 
Street and South Albany Avenue when 
four or five shots rang out. The boy 
was shot in the back and his friends, 
who were not hurt, then dragged him 
into a nearby gangway.

Law would crack down 
on abusive puppy mills 


Animal welfare activists and State Rep. John 
Fritchey (D-Chicago) met Sunday at an animal 
shelter in Lincoln Park to announce a proposed 
law aimed at cracking down on abusive puppy 
mills. 

The bill is called Chloe’s Bill after a young 
female dog named Chloe who was rescued from 
a filthy unlicensed puppy mill in downstate 
Macon County 

“This isn’t something that should be consid- 
ered radical,” Fritchey said. “It’s decent.” 

Puppy mills take a factory-like approach to 
animal breeding: maximum puppy output with 
minimal cost and care, Fritchey said. He noted 
that’s in contrast to many reliable breeders, who 
take loving care of animals and breed only a few 
dogs at a time. 


WIDESPREAD PROBLEM 

PAWS Chicago, the no-kill shelter that hosted 
Sunday morning’s event and arranged 
adoptions for about 3,000 animals last year, 
estimates that about 500,000 puppies a year 
sold in the U.S. came from puppy mills.

Services set 
for toddler 
who died 
at day care 

Funeral services for the toddler who 
died from head injuries allegedly 
sustained at a Lincolnshire day-care 
center last week are scheduled for 
Wednesday, according to a funeral 
official. 

Benjamin Kingan, a i6 -month- 
old boy from Deerfield, died after 
he allegedly was slammed to the 
floor by teacher’s assistant Melissa 
Calusinski because the toddler was 
noisy, police said. Calusinski, 22, of 
Carpentersville, was charged with 
two counts of first-degree murder 
and ordered held in lieu of $5 mil- 
lion bail. 

Authorities were called to the 
Minee Subee in the Park day-care 
center Wednesday afternoon. They 
found Benjamin not breathing, with 
blood coming from his mouth, said 
Steve Scheller, chief of felony review 
at the Lake County state’s attorney’s 
office. 

An autopsy Thursday showed 
Benjamin’s skull was fractured and 
there was massive bleeding inside 
his head, Scheller said. 

He said that the doctor who per- 
formed the autopsy believes the 
injuries were caused by blunt-force 
trauma and that “that kind of force 
is consistent with the child being 
dropped from a one- or two-story 
building to the ground.” 

“It would take a significant 
amount of trauma to cause this inju- 
ry,” Lake County Coroner Richard 
Keller said. 

‘A child falling even from the 
height of a shoulder, in and of itself, 
would not cause this. It takes a much 
higher fall or an adult exerting pres- 
sure on a child as they are thrown to 
the floor.” 


Police warn of counterfeit money 


Chicago police were looking for at least 
two people suspected of using counterfeit 
money in small retail stores. 

One of the suspects would typically enter 
a store and make a purchase with a “large 
denomination” counterfeit bill, police said 
Sunday afternoon in an alert issued to busi- 


nesses. 

“When a major purchase is transacted an 
additional offender returns to the location 
to exchange the item with the receipt for 
currency,” the alert stated. 

All bills recovered by police have the 
same serial number. 


WHAT TO DO 

Police urge the public to take the following 
measures if they receive counterfeit currency: 

» Immediately inspect all serial numbers. 

» Physically manipulate the texture of the bill. 

» Authentic currency does not “bleed” onto 
borders/edges. 

» Do not return the money. Delay the passer while 
obtaining a description of that person. Call 911. 
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Obama 
can’t curb 
lobbyists’ 
presence

President-elect Obama has said he 
does not want to use special interest 
money to pay for inaugural events, 
but the lobbyists are coming anyway 
The calendar is chock full of parties, 
receptions, brunches, breakfasts, 
lunches, dinners and prayer services, 
many and perhaps most designed to 
bring those who need influence into 
contact with those who wield it. 

A running and incomplete tally 
of official and unofficial inaugural 
events kept by a Washington lobby- 
ist runs to 41 pages with at least 206 
events crammed into the week that 
began Jan. 14. 

Obama’s ban on money directly 
from lobbyists, corporations, politi- 
cal action committees and labor 
unions affects only official inaugural 
events overseen by the Presidential 
Inaugural Committee, a small sub- 
set of all the events. And it allows 
individuals who may be associated 
with those causes to donate up to 
$50,000, or “bundle” as much as 
$300,000. 

More than three-quarters of the 
$35 million donated by last week 
toward the target of $45 million was 
raised by bundlers, according to an 
analysis by the non-partisan watch- 
dog group Public Citizen. 

Among them are executives from 
at least a half dozen embattled Wall 
Street firms including Citigroup, 
Goldman Sachs and the bankrupt 
Lehman Brothers, the analysis 
showed. 

Obama should be lauded for curb- 
ing special interest money and being 
more open about disclosing who is 
giving, but “what they ought to do is 
push for public funding to make sure 
a small group of people doesn’t get 
special access,” said David Arkush of 
Public Citizen. 

Inaugural committee spokes- 
woman Linda Douglass said the 
donations are from personal bank 
accounts and not corporate cof- 
fers, adding that the Obama team’s 
“transparency is unprecedented.” 



OBAMA’S FIRST DAY TO INCLUDE PRAYER, MEETING ON IRAQ

WASHINGTON Although he may not get to bed before 3 a.m., 
Barack Obama plans to make his first full day as president a 
jam-packed affair of prayer, diplomacy, war discussions and 
welcoming hundreds of visitors to the White House. 

Obama has deliberately raised Wednesday’s symbolic 
importance, citing various things he would do on “Day 
One” of his administration. 

Perhaps no one will be watching more intently than anti- 
war activists who backed Obama from the start because of 
his promise to extract U.S. forces from Iraq, a conflict that 
has lasted nearly six years. 

He said in July: “I intend to end this war. My first day in 
office, I will bring the Joint Chiefs of Staff in, and I will give 
them a new mission, and that is to end this war responsibly 
and deliberately but decisively” 

That’s just what Obama will do on Wednesday, said a top 
adviser, noting that the meeting also will include military 
commanders and aides outside the Joint Chiefs. The advis- 
er would speak only on condition of anonymity because the 
Wednesday meeting has not been formally announced. 

Wednesday’s meeting seems likely to thrust the Iraq war 
back into the political spotlight. But it will consume only 
part of a busy day 

The new president will start the day at Washington’s

National Cathedral for the National Prayer Service, which 
dates to George Washington’s time. His office said Friday 
that he and his wife, Michelle, will welcome “hundreds of 
special guests” on “day one, when we open the doors of the 
White House to you.” (Ticket-seekers were directed to the 
Web site pic2009.org/dayone.) 

Obama recently told USA Today that he will assemble a 
team “on Day One” to deal with violence in Gaza and other 
Middle East problems. 

It’s possible that Obama will make a few official acts 
Tuesday afternoon, in the time between his inaugural 
parade and his stops at the 10 inaugural balls with his wife. 
The dancing could last until 2:30 a.m. or later.

□ NEW YORK Tlie airliner that was piloted 
to a safe landing in the Hudson River was 
resting on a barge Sunday after being hoisted 
out of the icy current, and its two “black box” 
data recorders were on their way to investiga- 
tors in Washington. 

The aircraft was slowly lifted from the 
frigid water at the southern tip of Manhattan 
late Saturday, exposing its shredded under- 
belly that dropped pieces of metal as a crane 
maneuvered it in the darkness. 

Capt. Chesley B. “Sully” Sullenberger, 
speaking to NTSB investigators for the first 
time Saturday, said he made a split-second 
decision to put down in the river rather than 
risk a “catastrophic” crash in a populated area 
of New York City or New Jersey after birds 
knocked out both engines. 

On Sunday morning, police and Coast 
Guard boats patrolled the water around the 
barge holding the plane. 

The NTSB said radar data confirmed that 
the aircraft crossed the path of a group of 
“primary targets,” almost certainly birds, as 
Flight 1549 climbed over the Bronx after tak- 
ing off from LaGuardia Airport. 

Sullenberger recounted seeing his wind- 
shield filled with big, dark-brown birds. 

“His instinct was to duck,” National 
Transportation Safety Board member Kitty 
Higgins said, recounting their interview Then 
there was a thump, the smell of burning birds, 
and silence as both aircraft engines cut out.

Tough times don’t faze Super Bowl 

The Super Bowi is on track to remain one big, giitzy bash even 
in these tough economic times. 

Some staiwarts, such as Generai Motors and FedEx, won’t be 
advertising on the Feb. 1 broadcast. But aggressive marketing 
by NBC to secure ad deais before September’s financial 
meltdown helped to ensure Super Bowl XLII I— expected to 
attract around 100 million viewers— won’t be a marketing bust. 

NBC said 90 percent of the Super Bowi ads had soid as of 
mid-January. Most ads sold for about $3 million per 30-second 
spot. 


But the tone of some ads this year wiii reflect tough times. As 
Tim Calkins, marketing professor at Northwestern University’s 
Keilogg Schooi of Management, puts it: A good ad connects 
with its audience. And that audience is stressed about finances. 

“We know consumers are concerned about their future 
earnings,” said Joel Ewanick, vice president of marketing at 
Hyundai’s Fountain Valiey, Calif.-based American division. 
Hyundai bought two 30-second spots. 

Longtime Super Bowl patron Anheuser-Busch, however, 
said it wants its ads to uplift and entertain viewers instead of 
reminding them about the economy, ap

GLENDALE, Ariz. Down and out for 
decades, the Arizona Cardinals 
have turned a bad joke into a Super 
Bowl-bound team. 

Yes, the Cardinals, founding 
members of the NFL, but histori- 
cally among the most dysfunction- 
al of franchises, are heading for the 
championship game in Tampa, 
Capitalizing on Larry Fitzgerald’s 
three first-half touchdown recep- 
tions, then coolly marching down- 
field to Kurt^X^ner’s 8 -yard scoring 
pass to rookie Tim Hightower with 
2:53 left, they beat the Philadelphia 
Eagles 32-25 on Sunday for the NFC 
championship, 

“I want to say Arizona Cardinals 
and Super Bowl in the same sentence,” a jubilant Warner said, 
“The Arizona Cardinals in the Super Bowl, How about it?” 
Arizona (12-7) will face Pittsburgh in two weeks in Tampa for 
the NFL title, 

“To make it to the Super Bowl and to have a chance, an 
opportunity to win it, you relish those moments in your 
career,” said safety Adrian Wilson, the longest-tenured 


Cardinal, “This being my eighth year, and to be in this orga- 
nization at this time with these players and these coaches, it’s 
a great moment,” 

Donovan McNabb was superb in leading Philadelphia’s sec- 
ond-half rally from 18 points down to a 25-24 lead, but after 
Hightower’s score, he misfired from midfield four times in 
the final moments. 

If the Cardinals, the first No, 4 seed to host a conference 
championship game, were supposed to be thunderstruck by 
their surroundings, they instead responded like playoff vet- 
erans. 

Sure, they blew that 24-6 halftime lead. But then the 37- 
year-old Warner, a Super Bowl MVP from almost a decade ago 
with the St, Louis Rams, engineered a precise, 72-yard drive to 


win it with his fourth TD pass of the day 

He finished the comeback with the 8 -yard pass to 
Hightower, then hit Ben Patrick for the 2-point conversion, 
“The demeanor in the huddle didn’t change at all,”

receptions for 152 yards, including two big catches on the deci- 
sive drive. The All-Pro set a single postseason record with 419 
yards receiving, surpassing the great Jerry Rice, And Fitzgerald 
has one more game to go— in the Super Bowl,
